If S anta Ana p rop erty -owners are 
w ise in their day and generation they 
will get busy and KKKP BUSY on 
stre e t p aving until all the stre ets of 
the city are paved. 
Labor and m aterials will never be 
cheap er 
than 
they 
are 
now, 
and 
ow ing to sharp com p etition and the 
p resence in the city of several big 
p aving p lants, S a nta A na is getting 
her stre et w ork done at a p rice con­ 
siderably less than the average p rice 
paid for the sam e class of work by. 
other cities. 
It is inevitable of course that sooner 
or later all the s tre e ts of the central 
section of the city—say w ithin the 
two-m ile square 
m ust be paved. 
Then why do it by p iecem eal? 
T here are im m ense advantages in 
p aving by the w holesale. 
For 
in­ 
stance, the w ear and te a r on Main 
s tre e t and B roadw ay and the cost of 
k eep ing these stre e ts clean would he 
greatly lessened if the cross streets 
w ere all paved. 
And this princip le 
of econom y would ap p ly throughout 
any continuously paved district. 
M oreover the dust nuisance, with 
its a tte nd a nt 
great 
dom estic 
uu- 
econom y and m enace to he alth’ would 
be m inim ized by general paving as 
com p ared with p iecem eal or interm it­ 
te nt paving. 
As each p rop erty ow ner pays only 
for his own frontage, there would be 
no p iling up of the cost by general 
p av ing; and as a rule the p rop erty 
ow ners on “B” stre e t are as well able 
to p ay for p aving now as the p rop erty 
ow ners on “A ” stre e t are. 
It has been p roved over and over 
again tha t every foot of stre e t p aving 
done on any good residence stre e t is 
w orth to the a b u tting p rop erty tw ice 
its cost. 
L et the good w ork go on.

Petro leum Pro ductio n o f Wo rld 
In an article on the production of petroleum 
throughout the world during the year 1913, the Lon­ 
don Petroleum Review in its issue of Feb. 21 says: 
Though comparatively little time has elapsed since 
the passing of 1913, it is possible to deal iu some 
detail with the production of crude oil throughout 
the fields of the world for the past year, since, in­ 
asmuch as the “Review” generally published the out­ 
put of the principal fields month by month, the com­ 
pilation presents no difficulty once the crude-oil pro­ 
duction for the last month of the year is announced. 
The present is without doubt an “oil ag« ' 
We 
see the extension of the consumption of petroleum 
products in every direc tion and upon every market 
of the world, and it follows as a commercial prin­ 
ciple that, with the consistent increase in the utiliza 
tion of petroleum products, the production of the 
article is likewise expanding. But not only so. Those 
interested in the production of crude oil appreciate 
the one drawback which has prevented the greater 
adoption of its various products—the fact that there 
is ever present that feeling that oil supplies may sud­ 
denly be cut short and that a famine in petroleum 
products may at any time come upor the world. The 
world’s producers today are. therefore, determined 
to strain every nervt 
in order that the crude oil 
output may be maintained at a figure limited only 
to the market demands and the transport, facilities 
This is clearly seen b> those who have followed the 
varying conditions in the numerous producing fields 
during the past year. 
I he quotations of « rude' oil have been 
s u c h as to 
stimulate exploitation, a nd in many cases the search 
for new regions a nd fur extensions to the older dis­ 
tricts have been 
e m in e n t ly satisfactory. 
Yet. after 
all. there is a limit bry .m d which development can­ 
not proceed unless 
a - « tnpanied with a decline in 
prices- a possibilité v 
is not desired by any oil­ 
field operator or oil you « or. 
Enormously increas­ 
ing production and a hie :,y profitable level of prices 
do not go hand in ha nd 
The law of supply and de­ 
mand prevails, and \h« 
or e there is a super-abun­ 
dance of crude oil a b o v e the ground in the oilfields 
of the world, then nm.-t assuredly will quotations 
commence to weak« : 
in which case it is difficult 
to see where the.' "ill stop. 
It has been this one 
fear which has 
o p era ted in the American and other 
fields during the past year; if it were necessary, pro­ 
duction could be 
im m ea su r a b ly in c r e a se d , but in such 
case it is a fo r e g o n e c o n c lu s io n that prices would 
suffer. 
Consequently, who can blame the producers in the 
Mid-continent or in tlie* California fields for limiting 
their output as much as possible, in order to continue 
the run of healthy prices? At the moment we know 
production is somewhat lagging behind consumption, 
and rightly so; this must not, however, he taken to 
suggest that the present output of crude oil has 
reached the zenith of its volume in the world's fields. 
It is simply a wisely moulded policy of the producers, 
who, rather than become overstocked with the raw 
material, prefer to run hand in hand with deliveries, 
for by this saving, the great accumulation of stocks 
are materially assisting the present healthy tone 
which permeates the oil market to continue indef­ 
initely. 
In spite, however, of the measures which in many 
fields have been taken to curtail the great increase in 
the output of crude oil, the production of petroleum 
in the world’s fields during 1913 reached a new rec­ 
ord, as is seen from the following table In which the 
figures are given in barrels (estimated upon the broad 
basis of seven to the ton).

From the above table it will be noticed that the 
production of crude oil throughout the world last 
year was an advance of about 4,000,000 tons upon that 
of the preceding year, which in its turn was l.ooo.oOO 
tons in excess of the figures for 1911. 
The increase is shared by several important oil- 
producing countries, but in the greatest proportion 
by America, where, in the face of all efforts towards 
curtailment, an increase of approximately 3,000,000 
tons on the year is shown. 
Had the capabilities of 
the oil regions of the States been allowed to pour 
forth their flood of oil above ground, there is not 
the slightest doubt that the production from those 
fields would have shown an increase of at least 10,- 
000,000 tons, the greater portion of which would have 
come from California. 
As ir was. the year’s yield 
has been sufficiently great to take up all additional 
storage accommodation, while the increased pipeline 
arrangements have been taxed to their full capacity. 
Mexico comes next in its increased output, but 
even this is merely nominal, for it is an open secret 
that tlie largest producers in the Republic are prac­ 
tically shut down until such time as an adequate de­ 
mand is created lor their outflow. 
As to Roumania, 
petroleum affairs have pursued a steady course dur­ 
ing the past year, apart from the Balkan trouble, 
which not unnaturally upset operations on the fields, 
and thus materially reduced tlm total production, 
which, as it was, met with ever present difficulties 
in regard to transport. During the present year, how­ 
ever, matters will be considerably improved in this 
respect, and it is not too much to anticipate a greatly 
increased output of crude oil, more particularly from 
those new and rich ti« lds which are now entering the 
commercial producing stage.

New Ba nking Sy stem 
At the.(Tty Club luncheon at the Union League 
Club in Los Angeles, Alvin H. Low, author of “Land, 
Money and Highways; Evils and Remedies,” deliv­ 
ered an address on the new currency law from the 
standpoint of a layman. 
He spoke in part as fol­ 
lows: 
“The Federal reserve act, passed by Congress De­ 
cember 23, 1913, is the first step in tin right direc­ 
tion in money legislation within the past, fifty years. 
Here let me say, parenthetically, 
I do not even ex­ 
cept the postal savings bank law from that sweeping 
statement, as 1 consider that law only a half step. 
In 19btí the National Bankers' Association, through 
its Federal legislative committee, issued a circular 
to all the banks entitled, ‘A Plan for Credit or Clear­ 
ance Currency,’ a copy of which accidentally fell into 
■ my hands; 1 will quote a few lines of the concluding 
(age: 
‘We are confident that if a majority of our 
bankers agree upon a plan that we will have little 
difficulty in securing the passage of it by Congress.’ 
nis expresses a confidence born of past experience. 
“Let. me see how well this confidence of the Amer- 
: m Bankers’ Association has been justified by the 
! under discussion. 
The Federal reserve act bears 
a . ; ¡ iking resemblance, In general outline, to the 
\ 
■ ich bill, recommended to Congress by the Na- 
i 
al Monetary Commission in January, 1913, which 
wa> 
I believe, fathered by the National Bankers’ 
Association. 
“There is one distinguishing feature of this Fed­ 
era: reserve act which materially changes the nature 
of it from that of the ‘Aldrich’ bill. 
The controlling 
body governing the system established by the Federal 
reserve act is composed of Government officials of 
the highest order instead of officials appointed by 
the money lenders, of the 
m o n e y lenders, and for 
th< money lenders, as provided 
by 
the ‘Aldrich’ bill. 
This feature of the act was the principal stumbling 
block to its passage, but 1 am constrained to the be­ 
lief that tin act as finally passed is a popular tri­ 
um ph over the sinister ‘interests,’ which, but for 
th 
vigilance of the President and of our patriotic 
and progressive representatives, would have fastened 
the money monopoly upon upon us for the next fifty 
years at least. 
“Our money system has heretofore had two car­ 
dinal defects, namely, a lack of elasticity of volume, 
and too great elasticity in value, whereas the value 
should be fixed since money is the measure of value. 
A right and inelastic volume compels an elastic value. 
The strife for an elastic volume has all the time held 
the boards and but little attention has been given 
to the necessity for a fixed value to our money, and 
while the effect of the Federal reserve act 
m ay, and 
probably will to some extent, affect the value of 
money, this effect will be unsteady and undecisive, 
merely incidental, as a fixed value is nowhere pro­ 
vided for in the act or elsewhere. There are two ex­ 
press provisions in the act, however, which serve us 
pointers to that end. 
“Section two of the act provides that the Federal 
Reserve Board may require 
the 
Federal 
reserve 
banks to rediscount the discounted paper of other 
Federal reserve banks at rates ol interest to 1««' fixed 
by the Federal Reserve Board. 
“Section fourteen also provides that every Federal 
reserve bank shall have pow< r to establish from time 
to time., subject to review and determination of the 
Federal Reserve Board, rates of discount 
to 
he 
charged by the Federal reserve bank for each class 
of paper which shall he fixed with a view of accom­ 
modating commerce and business. 
“In these two sections it is asserted by example 
and inference that it is one of the prerogatives of 
Congress to fix the rate of interest and discount, 
and it has delegated that powei to an official «-• x 
• 11- 
tiv.- board to « -Xercis« -iJ to a limited extern. 
“While there is much to I)«■ hoped 
for from the 
Federal reserve act, it dot - not giv*- I he last word 
on the currency question. 
If, by its operation, finan­ 
cial panics are averted, we shall owe a lasting debt 
of gratitude to its authors. 
1 am indulging the hope 
1 had almost said faith 
that this will he its effect. 
“Let me call your attention to section 7 of the 
Federal reserve act relating to division of earnings. 
“it should be borne in mind that every co-partner­ 
ship, association, corporation and trust organized to 
transact business for profit is an artificial person, 
whose very existence is made possible only by force 
of the laws of the land. 
When the existence or con­ 
duct of any such artificial person becomes incompati­ 
ble with tlit* public welfare, it is the right and duty 
of the law-making power to abolish, dissolve or de­ 
stroy the same, or assume such control of it as to 
render it harmless or to even make it useful to the 
general public. 
“It is fully recognized in section 19 of the ‘Aldrich’ 
bill, and again section 7 of the Federal reserve act. 
where it is provided that as a franchise tax, the 
franchise permitting the existence of the regional 
reserve hanks, a share of the profits of the business 
done by such banks shall be paid to t he Government. 
The percent, of profit allowed to the bank is. of 
course, arbitrary. 
' This provision, at any rate, is a most important 
step in the right direction, and if carried to its logical 
conclusion in subsequent legislation will, it seems 
to me, lead to the scientific and just solution of the 
capital and labor problem—the greatest of all eco­ 
nomic problems throughout the world.”
